SV/A, MT. ATHOS 
Monk lakovos, SV2RSG, Mount Athos News 


Dear Radio Amateur friends, 


| am Monk lakovos from the Holy Monastery of Koutloumousiou of Mount Athos, bearing the distinct ama- 
teur radio call sign SV2RSG. | hereby take the liberty to contact you and write in the circumstances of 
what has been circulated as sporadic rumors regarding Mount Athos, Monk Apollo and me in conjunction 
to the issue of ham radio activities (radio amateur). 


My sole purpose and intention is to provide clarification, based on actual facts and figures, in restoration 
of the truth. Regarding my eligibility as a radio amateur and solid proof of it, there are the relevant official 
records in the competent state service offices in Thessaloniki but also in the pertinent Ministry in Athens, 
for anyone interested in accessing, verifying, learning more, as well as relevant accompanying photo- 
graphic material that has come under exposure to public eye at various given time periods. 


Concerning the subject of a radio amateur license held by the passed Monk Apollo (SV2ASP), whether 
licensed by the Holy Community (Greek Hiera Koenotes) of Mount Athos for Amateur Radio Broad- 
casting, | would like to clarify the following: The Holy Community has never shown any sign of interest in 
this issue, until as recently as only 4 years ago. 


The only permission granted to the late blessed Monk Apollo was for radio warning communications 
(regarding natural as well as other serious environmental hazards and disasters), in order to provide wider 
relative information on local and near periphery level and thus triggering response and support on com- 
bating, restricting and mitigating these disasters. On the other hand, it was exactly the out-break of a rav- 
aging wildfire on Mount Athos with terrible catastrophic effects that provided the motive for a more positive 
disposition towards mentioned ham radio activity. 


However, there has never actually been a permit for ham radio amateur contests or daily ham radio activi- 
ties, nor has it been any concern in the interests of the Holy Community to deal with this issue, since the 
Holy Community had at the time and still has much more serious and important issues of actual sub- 
stance to resolve and deal with than those pertinent to a solitary Monk in his individual activity. 


| say “individual activity” because the Monastery to which Monk Apollo belonged had not requested for 
such actions, and had not put forth an official Monastic request as such. This was also further demon- 
strated by the total ignorance of the Holy Community about the actions of Monk Apollo but also with their 
absence of knowledge regarding the definition, principles, purpose, and key-functions of Amateur Radio. 
This fact alone is a response to those who invoke issues of licenses and concessions. This is also the 
reason why Monk Apollo did broadcast with Thessaloniki as signal mark location and “/A” mark location 
on Mount Athos, precisely because the base and station of transmission had to be lawfully seated in 
Thessaloniki and not on Mount Athos. 


Having thus no serious and formal information provided on the subject from those who were directly in- 
volved and concerned, the Holy Community considered the use and action of Ham Radio as a notion op- 
posing tradition and unrelated to Monasticism and its own tradition. 
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This at the exact very same time when Mount Athos is overwhelmed and flooded with constant use of 
Internet, YouTube, email, social media, mobile phone applications and every other wireless and recent 
technological invention services. 


Although people nowadays do say “mobile” and they mean “cellular phone” the intended proper term to 
actually use is “radio” (frequency telecommunications). | tried with all my kind disposition and due respect 
to explain, clarify and inform the Holy Epistasia — the Holy Supervisory Committee of the Community 
(Greek Hiera Epistasia) — on the issue of “Ham/Amateur Radio”, at the time when the Holy Monastery of 
Koutlou-mousiou sent me as a member of their delegation regarding the Monastic request of a ham radio 
station installation. 


The Koutloumousiou delegation consisted of Monk lakovos (SV2RSG), as the representative of the Holy 
Monastery, the Monk driver and one more Monk, all present during our presentation and attending the 
whole hearing process of the Monastic request. Representatives of the Holy Epistasia of the Holy Com- 
munity of Mount Athos were the Holy Protepistate and other two Monastery Epistates (Supervisors). 
Immediately, it became obviously clear that the Holy Protepistate and the Monastery Epistates had, plau- 
sibly, no previous or current knowledge of what Ham Radio is in general, its advantages and how it works. 
In spite of my personal attempt to explain in detail, fill in any gaps or answer eventual queries, unfortu- 
nately no one was finally convinced of the use and usefulness of traditional amateur radio, not because 
they were not convinced based on reasoning and argumentation, but because there was lack of disposi- 
tion towards dealing with the subject. 


On the contrary, in reply to our presentation, | was met with many negative comments and criticism about 
Monk Apollo and his ham radio activities that | would not ever disclose for the sake of respect and esteem 
for the late brother Monk Apollo. On many occasions | have even received rebukes, insults and slander 
from friends of Monk Apollo and other Ham Radio amateurs, mostly anonymous. 


Mentioned above was certainly not with any intention to put blame or accusation on anyone at all, | just 
need to attribute the truth to the events and actual facts that happened between people we are struggling 
together with in our weaknesses, passions and selfishness, during our common spiritual struggle and ob- 
jectives. However, nowadays that we are going through a time period of total radio silence and relevant 
activity in Mount Athos, this due to plausible ignorance and partial lack of interest in such ham radio activi- 
ties on the part of the Holy Community (because of so many other more important and pressing issues 
demanding our attention) we do have the opportunity to make an appeal. 


With the status of a Holy Mount Athos Monk and as a Radio Amateur at the same time, | invite and urge 
you and all those who love Mount Athos and the tradition of Amateur Radio to join our hearts and voices 
in sending letters or emails of support in spirit of respect to the Holy Community, and pray and request for: 
Its reconsideration on the issue and — granting their kind permission to install radio communications sta- 
tions, not to any individual Monks, but to any of the Holy Monasteries that do wish to install and operate 
such an installation (after decision of the Monasteries’ ‘Committee’ and the ‘Council of Elders’) by desig- 
nating / appointing a Monk Radio Operator responsible for its proper function, under the standards and 
guidelines of well-established international and domestic telecommunication rules and regulations. 


Glory be to God and our Lord Saviour Jesus Christ for all things! In spirit of Jesus Christ’s love for all.

The following notice was posted on the United Nations 4U1UN Facebook page. 


We are receiving a lot of messages regarding the lack of 4U1UN (United Nation Amateur Radio Club) ac- 
tivity on the bands. We will try to clear some things about the current Club's activities. 


Many of you do not know that after the renovation of the UNHQ building in New York, the room dedicated 
to the recreation area, on the 41st floor, in which the 4U1UN radio equipment was located, was trans- 
ferred to the special UN unit - Broadcast and Conference Support Section. That room now is allocated to 
professional communications equipment. This was the only room technically suitable to be used for install- 
ing our gear, with easy access to the roof but after renovation it became off-limits for any other services, 
except BCSS. 


Please do not think that UNARC members gave up and are doing nothing - believe me, almost daily com- 
munication has not been interrupted for the past seven years. After the successful activity of 4U70UN 
back in 2015, with the support of the UN Administration, we were able to secure a tiny 20-square-feet 
room for the Club’s needs on the ground floor of the building. For obvious reasons, no one will give us the 
opportunity to run a separate coaxial cable from the ground floor to the 41st floor. Considering the fact 
that the room, allocated for the Club, can be transferred to any other place at any time, we have devel- 
oped a project for installing a remote station on the 41st floor. 


The main difficulty in quick implementation of such project at the UNHQ is not political, but administrative 
and organizational. The BCSS is responsible for the security for all the UN communications equipment. 
They provide the entire UN communication (including emergency etc.) to all UN field locations around the 
World. There are communication repeaters, satellite links and other equipment, access to which is strictly 
limited. Only security personnel, authorized by this service, have permission to be there. Coordination of 
access to this room for club members (UN staff) at such a high level, takes several months to be ap- 
proved, and the time allowed for work is limited to only one or two hours per visit. 


If it were not for BCSS support, nothing would have been possible at all, even the placement of the bea- 
con station and antenna! Imagine that you want to put a remotely controlled and unsupervised amateur 
radio station in the server room of the White House special communications service, and you will get the 
picture. Every time we get access - we are accompanied by representatives of three different UN ser- 
vices, and only because none of us is giving up - the process of returning the UN amateur radio station in 
the air, although slowly, continues. 


Now, some good news! 

This Saturday, several members of the UN radio club, representatives of UN services and guests, once 
again got the opportunity to continue the configuration of equipment and its connections. Unfortunately, 
the assembled 19-inch rack and part of the equipment were disconnected during delivery to the 41st floor, 
including disassembling of the power amplifier. This is mainly because the BCSS personnel needed to 
hand carry all the equipment several flights of stairs to the top floor. The ACOM-2000A amplifier fully as- 
sembled is very heavy, so its disassembling was certainly needed. 
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After four hours of work, the connections of the SteppIR BigIR vertical antennas were restored, a new 
SDA-100 controller was installed and a RemoteRig 1216H was connected for easy remote access. The 
antenna was tested and configured. Remote access from the first floor works (special thanks for the sepa- 
rately run Ethernet cable over the entire height of the building, for the use of the Radio Club). The opera- 
tion of the ACOM-2000A amplifier with an antenna was tested. 


While we were testing, we realized that our Elecraft K3 needed to be disconnected and sent for repair. 
Apparently, due to the lack of the ability to retract BigIR antenna earlier, static discharges damaged the 
K3 power control board. Updating/re-installing of the K3 firmware didn't helped. Let's hope for a speedy 
recovery of the transceiver after treatment at Elecraft! 


We really hope that in the very near future, after debugging and setting up all the equipment, we will finally 
be able to proudly look at the work done and begin to appear steadily on the bands; and you will be able 
to get ATNO with the UNHQ!

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Makrothen RTTY Contest 
(Distance Based Scoring = More FUN!) 
October 12th & 13th 2019 


Originally conceived by Waldemar Kebsch, DK3VN and now sponsored by Pizza Lovers 259 (PL259), the 
contest takes place each year during the second full weekend in October. 


The Makrothen RTTY Contest works to level the playing field for contesters (big and small) by using dis- 
tance-based scoring. 


The contest takes place on the second full weekend of October each year. The next contest dates are 
Saturday 12th and Sunday 13th October 2019, with three separate periods: Saturday 00:00-08:00 UTC 
and 16:00-24:00 UTC and Sunday 08:00-16:00 UTC. 


A station may participate in all three periods and should submit one combined log for all periods. 
Rules including log submission information are on the PL259 website at: Makrothen-rules 


Participants can choose to operate low or high power, SO2R as well as categories including multi- 
operator or multi-station. 


Placement certificates are available to all participants on both a World and Continent basis. 


Logs are due by 2359Z on October 21st, 2018 and PL259 strives to issue contest results no later than 30 
days post log submission close. 


Distance Based Scoring = more FUN! 


Most contests use a scoring system based on the number of QSOs made together with the number of 
multipliers accumulated by each station during the contest. 


Each QSO made during the contest is allocated a point score. Often the points depend on whether the 
station you contact is in the same country, a different country in the same continent, or a different country 
in a different continent. 


Multipliers vary by contest but are often based on how many unique DX entities you work or the number of 
different CQ or IARU zones you contact. 


A simple look at a world map shows that these kind of scoring systems favor stations located in particular 
locations. For example, stations on the East Coast of the United States are closer to Europe with its many 
Hams and many different countries. They can generate a higher average point score per QSO because 
they work stations in different countries and different continents. 


Being closer also means they are stronger. Contrast this with stations on the West Coast of the United 
States who are further away and weaker when working into Europe. 


The Makrothen RTTY Contest scores based on the distance spanned by the two stations making the 

QSO. Each station sends its 4-character grid locator and logs the locater received from the other station. 
Each QSO in the log contains a pair of grid locators from which the distance spanned can be calculated. 
Each QSO gets scored using the center of each station’s locator square as its effective location and then 
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calculating the Great Circle path distance between them. To avoid any confusion, the Makrothen RTTY 
Contest rules include the specific formula used to calculate the Great Circle distance. The Band Factor 
recognizes that spanning distance on the lower frequency bands is more difficult due to differences in 
propagation, noise levels and antenna efficiency (usually lower on the lower frequency bands due to size 
and height limitations). 


About Makrothen 
The name of the Contest is an ancient Greek word meaning “great distance” or “some distance away”. 
Waldemar DK3VN conceived the contest as a way to minimize the differences in propagation and multi- 


plier structures in other contests by using distance-based scoring. First held in 2004, the Makrothen RTTY 
Contest is sponsored by Pizza Lovers 259, a contest club located in Northern California.
